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FOREWORD 


This  bibliography  was  prepared  primarily  for  students  and 
those  interested  in  the  history  of  the  liarmony  Society.  It  is 
by  no  means  complete  or  comprehensive,  but  does  contain  most  of 
the  major  writings  about  the  Society.  Using  the  bibliography, 
any  student  should  be  able  to  get  a good  start  on  research. 

For  those  who  wish  to  do  further  research  the  bibliographies 
in  both  Arndt  (q.v.)  and  Bestor  (q.v.)  should  Da  consulted. 
Books  marked  with  a double  asterisk  (**)  are  considered  by  the 
compiler  to  be  those  which  offer  the  best  and  most  accurate  his- 
tory or  wnich  are  readily  available.  There  are  records  of  numer- 
ous court  cases  involving  the  Society  which  have  been  published 
but  which  are  not  listed  in  this  bibliography. 

There  is  a brief  outline  in  the  beginning  of  tais  biblio- 
graphy for  those  wisning  to  consult  the  Archives.  The  Archives 
are  not  cataloged  and  are  generally  not  open  to  undergraduates  or 
casual  searchers.  If  you  wish  to  use  them  you  should  make  appli- 
cation in  advance,  in  writing.  Students  and  scholars  would  do 
well  to  secure  a letter  from  their  school,  giving  their  status 
and  the  scope  of  their  work. 

We  would  be  interested  in  learning  of  any  contemporary 
material  on  the  Harmony  Society  and  of  the  original  material.

THE  ARCHIVES 


Old  Economy  holds  the  Archives  of  the  Harmony  Society,  which 
include  about  fifteen  cubic  feet  of  bound  books,  mostly  accounts 
of  one  form  or  another,  about  six  cubic  feet  of  music  of  the  So- 
ciety, and  over  ICC  boxes  of  loose  letters,  etc.  mostly  to  the 
Society,  and  a few  iconographic  and  artistic  items.  In  addition, 
the  Museum  holds  the  remainder  of  the  library  of  the  Society. 
Presently  the  collection  is  divided  into  rough  categories  of 

1.  Loose  material  (letters,  accounts,  legal  items, 
etc.)  by  date. 

2.  Bound  material  (journals,  accounts,  legal,  etc.) 
filed  by  rough  categories. 

3.  Music  collection,  cataloged  (not  complete)  by 
type  and  composer. 

4.  The  library  of  the  Harmony  Society. 

5.  Iconographic  items. 

The  collection  is  in  the  process  of  being  cataloged  and  eventu- 
ally vvill  follow  a system  similar  to  the  one  outlined  below  (but 
not  necessarily  in  that  order). 

1.  Letters,  by  date. 

2.  Accounts,  by  date. 

3.  Printed  documents. 

4.  Legal  Papers,  by  date, 

5.  Bound  items  divided  by  category. 

6.  The  papers  of  John  Duss. 

7.  The  Music  Collection. 

8.  Pamphlets  and  other  printed  items. 

9.  Miscellaneous  items,  especially  Post  Office, 
Brick  Yard,  late  19th  Century. 

The  catalog  is  in  the  process  of  being  prepared,  although  several 
years  will  elapse  before  it  nears  completion.  Those  who  wish  to 
do  research  should  read  the  instructions  for  use  given  in  the 
Foreword.
